"THE EOW AT mTORIA." 

AVc bavo before usaii article, unde: 
the quoted beading, taken from tbo 
Sun FrauciHco ^/to of tbo 30lh ult. The 
article is devoted to the cousideratiou 
of oqr. little unpleasantness with Can- 
ada and takes the part of tbe Province 
in'ttta qliaifrel -with its big brotbers of 
tbo East. The :\*titer. assumes that 
the "Cabinet that promised to build 
the railway in W years, was either 
dialioriest. or . Ine^idils'ably ignorant," 
because the *'6l»ligatioh could not by 
any possibilitjr, be fulfilled." The 
Province, he clslmB, yida ' "ihveigled" 
with' soft -words into the Gonfedexacy; 
and although he was sufficiently asttite 
to "predict" six years ago, the failure 
of the scheme, he tliinks that the fatu- 
ous i{,niorauce of Columbians as to 
tbo resources of Canada was excusable, 
inasmuch as they knew very little of 
tbo world— had not cut their •wis- 
dom teeth. Having absolved Colum- 
biii from censure, the writer goes on 
to suggest thin the manly course for 
Canada to pursue was to have "re- 
quested to be released, inviting tbo 
Pacific Colony to consent to the for- 
mation of a new agreement in practi- 
cable terms, eatiafactury to both par- 
ties; and until the conclusion of such 
agreement British Columbia could, if 
she wished, consider herself free 
from all obligations to and po- 
litical conneciiou with^thepominion." 
There is a third party to the agreement 
that misf have been consulted before 
secession would be possible, and that 
party is Great Britain, wliioh the 
writer does not take into considera- 
tion at all. He regards the misnnder- 
Btanding as one in which Canada and 
Columbia are alone concerned, acid 
with all his great knowledge and po- 
litical foresight ignores the endorsinp 
powtr altogether. His ignorance 
overwhelms his argument. Coluinbia 
joined tbe Confederation under an 
Imperial arrangement, and until that 
arrangement shall have been cancelled 
by the Imperial authorities there can 
be no withdrawal— no secession. Peo- 
ple here understand their position if 
the G^Mnunc of the Altn does not. A 
temporary withdrawal would be as 
fatal to the integrity and prestige of tbo 
Dominion as a permanent secession. 
The American Union was formed with 
certain sovereign rights of eaoh State 
^in reserve, the chief of which was that 
upon a majority or two-thirds vote of 
the people of a State that State micbt 
.■withdraw from the Union. But when 
the Southern States sought to avail 
t lemselves of the reserved right they 
■were whipped back by the other 
States. Now, tbe situation of Colum- 
bia is widely different to that of the 
Southern States, which had HO third 
party to fall back upon. Columbia 
may appeal to England, through her 
Legislature, for the fulfilment of Can- 
ada's treaty obligations, and Groat 
Britain is bound to see that she k 
Baliatiod. The wiiid-up of the Alla's iirli- 
ole is a direct bid for the annexation 
of the Province to the United States, 
which it ought to know— if it knows 
anything — ia impracticable, howover 
desirable it might be. Thoro are none 
who wish to follow such will-o'-wisps 
as annexation. It is the pursuit of 
shadows that has brought the country 
to its present condition. There is a 
longing for something real and sub- 
stantial in place of the delusive hopes 
tbat have turned the hearts of Provin- 
cialiats sick for years past. • Annexa- 
,tion is a dream destined never to be 
realized. Let us turn to the discus- 
sion of some practicable way out of 
•our difiiculty.

A Hint fou the Canadian Govekn- 
MENT. — The cheap rate at which railroads 
can now bo constructed in comparison 
with the cost of those built some years 
since, is causing some uneasiness. Tho 
expected success of the prismoidal road 
to Sonoma, taken in connection with tho 
rapid increase of narrow gauge roads, 
must seriously aflfect the value of u great 
deal of railroad property. An instancejof 
the reduction in cost above mentioned is 
furnished by tho Columbus and Toledo 
Kailroad, a wide gauge road, with flrst- 
clasa grades, [alignment, rails, etc., rnd 
with the raits one-half steel. This road 
is now approaching completion at a coat 
of $15,000 per milo.— .S'. F. Newt Letter.

CITY POLICE COURT. 



[Before His Honor U, O. Courtuej.] 



Septembkb 5th, 1870. 

Richard Stokes appeared on remand 
charged with assaulting Mrs. L. Johnson. 

Mrs. Bourdet sworn, deposed that on 
the night of tho alleged assault tho do- 
fondaiit in whoso house sho lived told hor 
that Mrs. Johnson had taken a pillow 
fiom ono of tho rooms aud sho — witnosa 
— said that she was not rtspousiblo for 
that. 'She Bttbseqitently went to Mrs. 
Johnson's house and remained theire that 
uight, and when in bed with her children 
ubout half-past ton or olovon o'clock, aho 
hoard defendant come to tho door. Mrs. 
Johnson said she had lost tho key and 
could uot lot ilofondaut iu. Ho said he 
wanted his pillow and then some ouo 
raised tbe window; oould not say if it was 
defendant or prosecutrix. When defend- 
ant got in there was souilling and witnosa 
jumped out of a window and utayed there 
till Stokes wout away. .iVf tor he had gone 
Mrs. Johnson had a good laugh over it 
and she — witness — went to bed. 

Tho witness, who is a white womua 
about 25 years old, appeared in the box 
with two small children in her arms. Tho 
defendant conducted his own case aud 
alter, as previously intimated to tho 
Court, asking tho prosecutrix somo very 
disgustiug questions rocjuestod his Honor 
to "weigli tho subject nicely." 

Tho Court siguilied its intention of do- 
ing so and said that the weight of evideiioo 
was very much iigainst defendant. His 
Honor regretted tliat lie could uot beliovo 
all the ovidt uce of the last witness,! or it ap- 
peared to him tl;at sho, living in defend- 
ant's house, had been abused by hiiu and 
had gouo to the house of tho prosecutrix 
for refuge and protection, but bad sinco 
been instructed what to say by defendant. 
There could be no doubt defendant had 
committed an assault sud aa there was too 
mucli abuse of females going on his Hon- 
or was determined to put a stop to it. 
Tho statute ijormittod him to senteneo 
defendant toG mouths imprisonment with 
or without bard labor, a line of 8100 or 
botb.and in default of payment a|i addition- 
al term of 6 months' imprisonment. The 
course pursued by the defendant had only 
aggravated tho matter; if ho had pleaded 
guilty instead of trying to malign tlio 
character of tho prosecutrix it would have 
been much hotter for him, and if ho had 
been conscientious ho would have asked 
Mrs. Bourdet to appear as a witness in- 
Btoad of obliging tho Court to subpccna 
her. II iH Honor regretted the witness 
had not given her evidence as she ought, 
to bavo done. 

Mrs. Bourdet— Your Honor I've told no 
lies. 

The Court, — Well, I regret I cannot 
think so. Defendant, tho sentence of this 
Court is that you pay a fine of 840 or in 
default two months' imprisonment with 
hard labor. 

Tho defendant immediately paid tho 
fine and loft. 

Louisa Heal, a girl of abont 15 years of 
age was charged witn vagrancy. 

Ofiicer White deposed that on Monday 
night defendant was on Johnson street 
beliaving in an unbecoming manner, put- 
ting her arms around men's necks, iSro. 
At about 12 o'clock she came out of a 
sqnaw dance house and used very abusive 
language; sho was slightly intoxicated 
and was creating a disturbaice. 

Defendant had no excuse to otei and 
was sentenced to a fine of §25 or in de- 
fault 1 months' imprisonment with hard 
labor. 

Patrick O'Dwyor was charged with va- 
grancy. 

Inspector Bowden 'deposed defendant 
was a constant"tronblo to tbe police. He 
had no home, no visible means of exist- 
once, but bogged bits from those he met 
and got drunk. Last night he was found 
drunk iu an indecent predicament Oh the 
sidewalk. 

The defendant pleaded very earnestly 
for another chauce, said ho would leave 
tho town and go to New Westminster or 
Esquimau and never get drunk again; 
but His Honor thought that tho pe(;ple of 
Now WestmioHtor did not want him until 
the whiskey was out of him, so the Court 
sent bim to jail for a week to attain that 
end.

Tho usual number of sontiinent- 
al misaes with their attendant awaius 
promenade thti spacious pavillion lis- 
touing to tho reidly excellent music of 
tho bnnd, or to tbo move attractive 
music of each other's voices. Up to 
last Friday, there was a diminution of 
§19,300 iu tbo receipts as conipared 
with tho60 of an equal period last 
year. One wearies of tbe ceaseless 
"investigations" in public matters so 
entirely barren of results. A great 
hue and cry is iiuule nf crookedness in 
every direction. Testiuioiiy is pub- 
lished sufUcieut to (iaiiiu uuy ofiicuil — 
and there the inaLlor drops. Ou tho 
arrival of the Colorado from China one 
of our daily papers published a col' 
uinn of testimony, giving names and 
dates with great minuteness, which 
affirmed that IG Chiiicso women, and 
$GO,000 worth of silk nnd opium ■were 
smuggled ashore in the night, in a 
Whitehall boat, furnished by a rev- 
enue oflBcer whose name was given. 
We hear no more of it. Possibly 
because so many aro implicated in 
similar frauds that no one daro evon 
deny it, for fear of opening mattors 
that had better bo kept as quiot as 
possible. Tbe most ludioroua phase 
of the investigation mania is developed 
in tbe so-culled Court Martial, con- 
vened to iliscipliiio t'ol. AVason for 
certain roinarl;H dero^^'iitory to the 
dignity of his 15rigade (Jouiinander, 
Gon, McComb, of the National Guartl 
Militia. Not saliHliud ti; await the slow 
progress of tbo law, the parties en- 
gaged in !i frcn fight c>utsi(l(> tho court 
room door, roHultiug in Hiuulry black 
oyos and battered huhor, and furovor 
vindicating tli(! valor of tin; eonlci-itauts 
in tho eyes of an admiring iiiiLlic. 

Tbe Opera House troubles, though 
not at an end, ave assnraiug a form 
that will result in bonclit to tho [Miblic 
manager Bort having sold his lease to 
Mark McDonald, who will recluco tho 
price of adinissiou, do away with tho 
extra chargo for reserved scats, aud 
put it under new management with 
many improvements in scenery and 
stage adjuncts , 

Wheal continues to arrive slowly, 
and from present appearances tho 
conccriod action of tho grain growers 
will succeed in breaking ono of the 
most oppressive rings on tbe coast. 
There are at present 47 ships in port 
to 1)0 loaded by tlicni before tho lay 
days expiro. If not loaded before tho 
middle of Soptninbor iiuist of those 
ships will bo subject to 1^1(10 a day 
demurrage, which is not a pleasant 
proapeot for tbon^. These ships are 
cbbiitere'd at rates varying from £3 5s, 
to £3 10s, Meuutiino freo voskcIh ar(! 
coming into poi l imuiy to take grain 
at reasoiHiblo rates, and tho prospect 
is favorable for the r.'u iiiei s to be rid 
of this grinding monopoly. 

Hoyally proverbially has its dis- 
quiotudon, and tho railroad kings find 
that they make no exception to this 
rule. While the Cohen case drags its 
slow length along, luul tho law's vexa- 
tious delays koo]) tho caso still before 
the public, a new grief comoa to har- 



ass Mr. OhasrOnAilc^ in tbo shape 
of a contumacious citizen, by name 
Nicholas Yung, Mr. Crocker, desiring 
to erect a palatial residence on the 
summit of California Street hill ob- 
tained possession of an entire block 
with the exception of a small lot 
owned by the oo|i^uina9ipn8 citizen 
aforesaid on "wBicW' Wiraoff a small 
dwelling. Crocker ofl'ered his Yung 
friend Sti.OOO. Tho undertaker (for 
such is bis occupation) demanded $12,- 
000, in accordance with his custom of 
putting ou screws, Crocker offered 
ii'J.OOO. really a large 'price for tbo lot, 
but it was refused and then came open 
war. Crocker erected a fence so high 
and so close that Yung might imagine 
himself iu one of his own coffins min- 
us tho cover. Per contra Yung prom- 
ises to establish a Chinese wasu-houso 
on the premises, affording unlimited 
facilities for cleaning the dirty linen 
of tho Rail Road Company. 

The status of tbe National Gold 
Bank is again bi'ought before the 
public by the answer of Cashier D.W. 
C. Thompson to certain charges 
brought against bim by the Directors 
of the Bauk. It might be summed up 
in tho expressive phrase we sometimes 
hear, "you're another." Thompson 
does not deny the fact that tbe funds 
of the bau.k were diverted from their 
proper channels by him, but accuses 
tho directors themselves of the same 
I)racticG, and of additional miscon- 
duct, which roads, according to the 
common uiiderstaiiding of the English 
languugo, very much like perjury. In 
view of this and other similar develop- 
ments, one hardly wonders at the 
assertion made not long ago by an 
l^asteru gentleman, that there was 
"not a bank in San Francisco that 
did a legitimate 'oanking business." 



CHINA AND JAPAN.

Gieat destitution prevails in Shan- 
tung, Ghihli and the adjacent pro- 
vinces, thousands perishing^'frdmjB|ar<; 
vatiou. ^. ..: ^r^^ 

The members of Her Hkfajesty's dip- 
lomatic and consular services have 
erected a monument iu the narthox of 
the cathedral afShaughai, in memory 
of the late Margary, who was murder- 
ed by the Chinese. 

The troops at Tongyueh Ting have 
revolted and killed the Chon-t'ai and 
several other officials, and aro devas- 
tating tho country around. At Szo- 
chuau the Government has ordered 
the troop.s to punish the people who 
refused to pay the extra grain tax. 
Thousands have been killed, and great 
excitement prevails. 

Tho rain, so long and earnestly prayed 
for at Peking, fell at length on July 8th 
in violent torrehtsi -il^^oding the streets 
and courtyards to'an unusual degree, and 
rendering for a time the roadways almost 
impassable. 

A largo Are broke out in Fooehow on 
tho nigiit of July 16th in the suburb be- 
tween tho south and west gate of tho oity. 
Over COO hoases were destroyed and much 
valuable property, includiiig a small 
quantity of tea. More thau 40 persons 
were killed. 

Lovers of tho horrible have lately had 
fine opportunities for gratifying their 
penchant at Canton. The oxeoufion 
ground has been in requisition a good 
deal recently, the local authorities hav- 
ing received orders to decapitate several 
batches of land pirates. A good number 
of foroiRuers avuiled themselves of the 
opportunity of witnessing tho Chinese 
method of administering capital punish- 
ment. Tlie ground was like a' shamble, 
as many as half a score being executed at 
ono time. 

The Shanghai Courier, speaking of the 
murdor of Christians in Ning-Knoh Fu, 

reported a few weeks since by cable, says 
no dt'fiuito news liadboen received iu re- 
gard to the massacre, liumor ran that at 
tho place referred to, where there is a 
largo cha))el belonging to tho Catholics, a 
crowd of 1000 soldiers assembled while 
the congregation wore at worship, and, 
under the guidance of oilicials, surround- 
ed the Iniilding aud threw in several bags 
of gunpowder, each having a slow match 
atlnclied burning, A scone of indescrib- 
able Confusion of course ensued, and ab 
somo of tho unfortunate people rushed 
(Mit they weie brained at tbe door by the 
soldiery, 

Japan, 

No rain bad fallou lu somo of the pro- 
vinces for a liundrud days, and the na- 
tives were offering daily 'prayers and sa- 
crifices to bring it. 

A rumor bus been making the rounds 
of the native pajiers to the eiVcct that the 
( lovornmeiit is aliout to prohibit all busi- 
noB.s ])iu-ti)ership associations between na- 
tives and foroignera. 

The late Governor of the Aiohi-ken has 
instructed tbe people under bis jurisdic- 
tion to cut their hair in the European 
stylo, lint most of tho lower class have 
Rliaved their heads qiiito bare. Mr. Shi- 
madzii has lately had liis hair cut in Eu- 
ropean stylo; and walks the streets carry- 
ing a foreign cano in his hand.
